During the Manchu regime. there were 
very fewstroops in Shanghai because 
Shaghaiis not‘on the great highroads 
to anywhere. .

There might be-some use for a 
nary, were China's naval forces capable 
of withstanding .an attack by a foreign

For, it is theswealth of Shanghai that 
matters now—its wealth and political in- 


fluence.

group will either be Ningnoese or Can: 
tonese. For a time, the Cantonese mer- 
thants.in Shanghai were'a political fac- 
tor, but they quarrelled among them- 
selves, their guild has ‘been, split into 
parta and their interests have been’ 
diverse, since “some support Sun Yat-sen 
while others "have in the past favoured” 
Chen Chinng-ming and naw favour Wu 
Leif. But SNingpo men have worked 
more or less together through all their 
anpurent quarrels, Their rows within the 
Ningpo ‘Guild have been family affairs, 
but when questions arose affecting Ningpe 
or Chekiang or the interests of the Ningpo 
cotumunity in Shanghai, the personal 
jealousics ‘and: animosities of leaders, the 
desire for power and fame disappeared, 
All thangs Inboured for ‘Ningpo., To-day, 
Shanghai ww ,economically. a colony of 
Ningpo. Most. of the native banks are 
controlled by Ningpo money lendérs, And 
Ningpo‘iy a: city of Chekiang and its. de- 
sires are that Shanghai shall he control. 
ted ‘by Chekiang. The independence of 
Shanghai from Nanking therefore has that 
much support and authority, : 
- KIANGST INTERESTS OUTSIDE, 
The: Kiangsu people in Shanghai have 
on the whole Bst their contacty with Nan- 
king, although Chi Hsieh-yuan has, for 
two years, done what‘he could to bring 
thent back into the fold. Kiangsu ends 
‘at -Soochowfi sa far ‘as politics, are cou- 
cerned and the great. Soochow gentry 
man, Chang [-lin, is the leading factor in 
Kiaugsu politics at this moment. The 
Kiangsu residents of Shanghai ‘are x0, 
mixed up with the Ningpo men, they have 
had so many business relations with the 
Ningpo native banks and the Ningpo com- 
pradores that “it is dificult for them to 
realize that the peace of Kiatgsu is per. 


haps as important as the business of; 


Shanghsy, At any rate, the Nanking 
authorities. have come to believe that the 
peace of ‘last summer was made largely 
by Kinngsu gentry whose interests are in 
Shanghai. It is therefore interenting to 
note that the most important question 
between the two provinces, namely’ whe 
ther Shanghai shall remain independent 
or shall become aguin-a part of Riangsu, 
was never broached. Chi Heieh:yuan was 
dissatisfied with such a pence, The Gov- 
ernment in Peking’ was ‘dissatisfied. It 
was like the Versailles Treaty: it made 
peace hut. there was no pence. *
